1, The Board has discussed this question, 
requested by your note of 10 May, and considers that it 
would be inadvisable for USIB to adopt General Thomas! 
suggestion as a rule to be invariably followed in NIE's 
and SNIE's, 


2, There is considerable merit in his suge 
gestion, and a number of instances come readily to mind 
where the PNIO terms, "Communist Bloc" and "Soviet 
Bloc," can and should be employed, O/NE will endeavor 
to do so wherever appropriate, We feel, however, that 
the suggested terminology is too restrictive for NIE-§NIE 
use, would not permit the freedom of description needed 
in all contexts, and would often lead to more confusion 
than clarity,
